When Chavez concluded, a 
smiling Judge Wilson read the 
following hard-hitting statement, 
thanking Chavez and the UFW, 
AFL-CIO. lor their endorsemenl 
and seriously calling into ques- 
tion the skyrocketing level of 
unemployment in the city. again 
repeating his campaign pledge to 
set up a Labor and Management 
Advisory Board to effectively deal 
with thia problem:

"The endorsemenl we received 
this moming is reflectivc of our 
efforts to involve all phases of 
labor in our campaign, and we 
would not have feit that our labor 
endorsemenls wore complete 
without the support of an individ- 
ual and organization so dedicated 
to devcloping rights and respect 
for our agricultural workers. 

"Attitudes which would ignore 
the rights of laborers in the fields 
are the same attitudes which 
would tolerate high unemploy- 
mem in Oakland. 

"Oakland has o staggering 
23,000 citizens unemployed and 
anuntold numherunderemployed. 


These statistica represent the 
unchallenged reality of loo many 

establish a comprehensive em- 
ployment program. 

"Oakland ’s mayor must make 
a philosophical and programmatic 
commitment to solving unem¬ 
ployment. 

"A mayor in a city of this sizc 
needs an active Labor and 
Management Advisory Commit- 
tee to help provide Creative 

problems. and to assist the small 
and independent business owner 
who contributes so much to the 
economie fiber of our city. 

"We need leadership which 
will activcly seek to develop a 
modern industria! park conducive 
to attracting and maintaining 

"Yesterday, I was plcascd to 
testify before the Assembly Rev- 
enue and Tnzation Committee of 
the Califomia State Assembly in 
opposition to the Employee U-

During the brief question and 
answer period that concluded the 
press conference. Chavez was 
asked why he was endorsing a 
Black candidato for mayor of 
Oakland rather than a Chicano 
that is running.

"Well. you know, we're sup- 
porting the candidate wc think is 
the best for the peoplc. Fm nol 
saying the Chicano candidate is 
not a good porson; I don'l know 
him but I think he's a very good 

"The rcason and the idoa herc 
is that Judge Wilson stands a 
very good chance of being 
elected. He's a very good man 
and we think he can do quite a bit 
for the pcople, regardless of a 
Chicano (candidate) or not, that's 
the important thing.'' 

Asked to eloborate on hia 
statemont that what happens in 
Oakland affecls both the state 
legislaturc and the workers in the 
fields, Chavez ezplained: 

"We have found that, in other 
States, as well as in Califomia, 
when we have concemcd leader¬ 
ship on a city level, particularly 
the mayor, it becomes a good 
supporting force when other

Going^into this^same subject 

conservative udministration, he 
would speak out on subjects 
outside the city's borders, Judge 
Wilson reiterated Chavez’ theme; 
saying. "I don’t think we can 
stop at the technical boundries of 
the city of Oakland in evalualing 
huw the issues, as they arise, 
affect the needs of the pcople. 
Certainly what happens to undor- 
priviloged, downtrodden people 
everywhere has implications for 
the poor, for the unemployed. for 
the people who havo needs in the 
city of Oakland.... 

"As a mayor, I would lako a 
broader view of how problems 
which appcar on the surface to bo 
problems unrolated immediately 
to tho needs of the city of Oakland 
do, in fact, play u rolo in affecting 
the quality of life for the people in 
the city of Oakland. 

Chavez also mentioned UFW 
workers and volunteers in the 
area would be asked to actively 
involve themselves in support of 
Wilson's campaign. 


Also last week. close to 500 
people jammed the Oakland home 
of recently-appointed Superior 
Court Judge Clinton White to 
greet Georgin legislalor Julinn 
Bond, listening with obvious 
glee as the esteemed Georgin 
state senator lended his support 
to a glowing Judge Wilson. 

At the crowded galhoring, 
sponsored by Womon for Wilson, 
Bond said of Wilson. "His 
reputalion has preceeded him 
throughout the country," ndding:
